by the Prime Minister, 


The date for the broadcast has 


not been announced. 
British and United States troops 


assigned to Iceland were Inspect- 
ed by Churchill on his way back 
from the Atlantic rendezvous. 


The Prime Minister returned on 


the battleship Prince 
of 
Wales, 


which carried him to the historic 
meeting with the President of the 
United States. The port of arrival 
was not made public. 


The Prime Minister was expect- 


ed to return to London later to- 
day. 


A British film of the meeting 


of President and Prime Minister 
showed that at least one of their 
talks was held close to shore. 


A rocky coastline—which might 
have been Maine, Laborador 
or 


Iceland—was distinguishable in the 
background of a picture showing 
Churchill watching from the bat- 
tleship 
Prince 
of 
Wales as a

destroyer carried 


President Roosevelt away. 


The President, it was disclosed

NAZIS MADE BIG GAIN IN DRIVE 
AGAINST UKRAINE BUT CONQUEST 


IS NOT COMPLETE BY ANY MEANS 


By DeWITT MACKENZIE. 
The Nazis have made a big gain 


In their Ukraine drive by captur- 
ing the great naval port and Indus- 
trial center'of Nlgoyaev, and Pri- 
vol Rog, center of Russia's most 
productive Iron mining area, but 
taking a long view of the position 
it must be said that 
this slam 


doesn't win the rubber. 


The really vital factor—as this 


column 
has 
been 
insisting—is 


whether Soviet Marshal Budyenny 
In meeting this Hitlerlan onslaught 
has been able to make strategic re- 
tirement to fresh defenses. In this 
connection It Is significant that 
the Muscovites report having with- 
drawn mrai 
both Nnkolaev and 
Frivol Rog, and there Is no indi- 
cation ot great loss of men or ma- 
terial. 


We mustn't overlook, either, the 
tip tho Russians give us In saying 
that 
they 
are 
counterattacking 


heavily the northern flank of the 
Nazi advance Into the 
Ukraine. 


Such a counter-measure, 
to hold 
this German flank from advanc- 
ing, would be an essential opera- 
tion 
In connection 
with a Red 


withdrawal farther iouth. 
' 


In short, It seems highly prob- 


able that 
Budyenny has 
pulled 


back large forces to defenses a lit- 
tle farther east behind the Dniep- 
er River. It strikes me that 
he 


must make a stand here along a 
line which will have as its south- 
ern extremity the famous Crimea 
with its strong defenses, both land 
and naval. A glance at your maps 
will help hero, please, and Inci- 
dentally will remind you that on 
this historic peninsula Is Balakla- 
va, made Immortal by "the charge 
of the Light Brigade." 


Strong 
Red 
forces 
must, of 


course, have been left for the de- 
fense of Odessa the great naval 
base which presumably will be the 
scene of a fierce fight. If we as- 
sume that the onrushlng Germans 
will capture Odessa—and It seems 
likely that they will—then those 
Bolshevist troops In this area will 
be In a precarious position, their 
only means of escape being by lea 
under heavy Nazi aerial bombard- 
ment. However, the loss of Odessa 
or even of the troops defending It 
will not be decisive.

COLLEGE STATION*, Aug. IS.— 


Mora than 150 different cot- 
ton stocking designs now are avail- 
able to the hosiery industry as a re- 
sult of investigation of the Bureau 
of Home Economics at the Belts- 
vllle, Maryland, research 
center. 


Three years ago Congress appro- 
priated funds to the department of 
agriculture for investigating the 
use of women's hosiery. 


According to Dora R. 
Barnes, 


specialist in clothing for the A. and 
M. College extension service, the 
designs vary from cotton web mesh 
for evening wear to plain knits In 
various weights for sports wear, 
and for around the house and gar- 
den. Several are in production and 
moi-e will be soon. They are pro- 
duced on a modern full-fashioned 
knitting machine and undergo se- 
vere laboratory and "field" tests 
for wearablllty, washabllity and ap- 
pearance. 
Surveys made in 1940 
showed 
that 89 per cent of the 10,200 full- 
fashioned knitting machines in the 
United States are suitable for knit- 
ting cotton as well as silk, while 
only 47 per cent can handle nylon 
yarns. Last year, American women 
bought more than 43,000,000 dozen 
pairs of full-fashioned stockings. 
If these had been made from cot- 
ton, it is estimated that 
nearly 


300,000 bales of long-staple fibre 
would have beenrequired.

bay-owners of-milk cows kept pro- 
duction records.

that the average milk production 
was 4,465 pounds and the butter- 
fat was 245 pounds for each cow 
that year. 


"This," Gibson says, "was far 


above the average production for 
all cows In Texas and speaks well 
for the feeding and management 
of the good dairy animals owned 
by club members."
